Working in San Francisco. 


San Francisco is now beginning to rail against itself for the 


advance in rents, the cost of labor and the prices of building mate- 
rfels and necessaries of life 
These advances are the natural results 


of the conditions which have been produced by extraordinary cir- 
cumstances 
These conditions invariably affect every branch of 


trade, and in matters of business there is rarely room for chanty, for 
the very essence of business is to make money by well established 
and recognized processes 
San Francisco rents are being affected by 


the sudden change which the conflagration produced in the business 
quarters, and the active competition which the city's own merchants 
and professional men inaugurated for the sake of securing a loca- 
tion 
The price of labor is influenced by its scarcity 
At present 


the demand happens to be vastly m excess of the supply, and em- 
ployers are bidding against one another to secure what there is 01 
it obtainable m the market 
Similar conditions are influencing 


those products entering the industrial life of the community. ^ There 
is nothing unreasonable or unexpected in these changes and it is all 
nonsense to rail against them 
The man who wants to employ labor 


•n a tight labor market must pay for it 
It is an inexorable and in 


flexible rule of business The same rule go\erns the landlord in the 
matter of rents We have had some experience m that line m Oakland 
of late 
The sudden extraordinary addition to our population made 


a greater demand on our housing accommodations than could be met 
Then followed the inevitable competition born of such a condition 
It was not always the Oakland landlord who advanced rents 
In 


he majority of cases, those seeking accommodations bid as keenly 
against one another as if they were seeking possession of a coveted 
article at an auction-room 
The home seekers advanced the rents 


themselves by the only legitimate process known to business 
Some 


of our San Francisco contemporaries raved at the time over imagin- 
ary hold-ups on the part of house-owners on this side of the bay and 
charged them unfairly with making merchandise out of San Fran- 
cisco's misfortunes, whereas as a matter of fact the people of this 
c ty were,rrakmg all kinds of sacrifices and submitting to all kinds 
of inconveniences in their efforts to meet the situation satisfactorily 
all round 
The complaints which one class of San Franciscans is 


row making against other classes there, growing out of the advance 
of prices, are just as unreasonable as was the railing against Oak 
land 
Both results spring from conditions which neither community 


could prevent and they are, therefore, not the product of design
